The Manufacturer's Record, of 
Baltimore, publishes special reports 
covering the whole South, from 
Virginia to Texas, showing that the 
prospects for the crops and the 
outlook for business in the South 
are remarkably good. Not only 
the acreage of the cotton, corn, and 
■ tobacco crops the largest on record, 
but the reports are almost unani- 
mous in stating that the yield of 
fchose crops, as well as of the smaller 
crop?, excepting wheat, will greatly 
exceed the best crops ever before 
produced. It is also shown that 
the crops have been made at a low- 
er cost than in any preceeding year, 
and the liens on crops for money 
advanced to the farmers is much 
leso than heretofore.
